Russia Renews 


Bitter Attacks 
On America 


LAKE SUCCESS, VP) — Russia 
today renewed the bitter attack 
on what she calls American ‘“‘war- 
mongers” during United Nations 
debate on Secretary of State 
Marshall's program to overhaul 
the U.N. 

Soviet Chief Delegate Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky lashed out at Amer- 
ican Delegate John Foster Dulles 
in a sharp personal attack im- 
mediately after Dulles had con- 
cluded a speech advogating the 
American proposal. 

The clash occurred before the 
general assembly’s 57-nation po- 
litical committee as it began de- 
bate on the U.S. plan for a year- 
round sitting of the 57 member 
nations to deal with peace prob- 
lems. 

Vishinsky said that Dulles, in 
advocating the so-called “little 
assembly” plan, “forgot or did 
not dare say that war propaganda 
and war psychosis runs ram- 
pant.” Vishinsky added that ‘Mr. 
Dulles knows all about this.’ 

Without mentioning the 22 ve- 
toes Russia has used to exert her 
will over majorities in the 11- 
nation security council, Dulles 
appealed for steps “to regain 
public confidence and prestige 
needed for successful survival’ 
of the United Nations. 

He said there was “widespread 
disillusionment” over the progress 
of the U.N. and that Marshall's 
proposal for a year-round “‘little 
assembly” was designed to pro- 
vide a solution. 


Waterfront 
Strike Ends 


LONG BEACH, (®) — Striking 
walking bosses, whose demands 
for union recognition shut down 
Los Angeles-Long Beach harbor 
and hampered loading in San 
Francisco, acceded today to an 
arbitrator’s ultimatum and with- 
drew their picket lines. 

Quickly, CIO longshore gangs 
began work and both union and 
employer spokesmen predicted 
that the harbor would be back 
on its $30,000,000-a-month normal 
schedule by nightfall: Fourteen 
cargo vessels had been idle here 
for two weeks, along with some 
3,000 workers who draw weekly 
pay checks approximating $250,- 
000.

There was no indication that 
any one had been injured. Until 
the coast .guard’s mid-afternoon 
report, the flying boat had been 
reported riding serenely on swells 
that rose as high as 35 feet. 

The site was about 500 miles 
east of the northern tip of New- 
foundland, and about 1,400 west 
of Shannon, Eire, whence the fly- 
ing boat took off last night for 
the United States with her 62 pas- 
sengers and seven crewmen. 

The plane, carrying what the 
British press association described 
as the largest number of passen- 
gers ever taken on a transatlantic 
flight, left Shannon airport, Eire, 
during the night, for New York, 
and Baltimore, Md., via Gander, 
Nfld. Apparently the plane en- 
countered strong headwinds and 
exhausted its fuel supply. 

High Swells 

New York said etrorts to use 
lifeboats for the transfer were 
hampered by swells up to 35 feet 
high and that the seas were too 
heavy to attempt an air rescue. 

The passenger list, still incom- 
plete, included: Mr. Matson, San 
Francisco; Mrs. Last, Los Angeles, 
and Evlon Clarke, 3012 Central, 
Alameda, Calif. 

The scene was placed at about 
500 miles east of Newfoundland 
and about 1,400 miles west of eire. 

The flying boat was operated 
by the American International air- 
ways, a company formed four 
months ago and owning five air- 
craft.

Teach Them To Live By 
Teaching Them To Drive 


The number of schools offering classroom instruction in 
safe driving increased 700 per cent during the last decade. 
Yet only about a fourth of the nation’s 25,000 secondary 
schools offer some type of driver training. 

Eleven Cleveland high schools now teach driving to 
1,300 students annually. Chicago's Lane Technical High | 
School also has an extensive driver training program, con- | 
stituting a regular one-credit course. Dummy cars are used 
in the classroom. After a semester of this kind of instruc- 
tion, training is given on the road in real automobiles. 

In. Dubuque. Iowa, a unique instruction program is pro- 
vided through cooperation of the high school, police de- 
partment and safety council. In North Dakota all high school 
students are required to .pass an examination in driver 
education before graduation. Eighty per cent of Wisconsin’s 
schools now give instruction in driving. 

Advocates for teaching youth how to drive safely are 
supported by results in such communities and states where 
accidents are reported to have been greatly reduced as a 
result of high school driving courses. 

Our own Chaffey high school is putting greater empha- 
sis on its teaching driving course. People in the community 
will be vitally interested in watching the results.
